WASHINGTON, Aug. 6—The navy depart- 


ment has received the following: 


"Chefoo—The British, Fame, reports unofficial: 


"Engagements at Peitsang Sunday evening from 3 
o'clock to 10.30. 


"The allies loss in killed and wounded was 


1200, chiefly Russians and Japanese. 


"The Chinese are retreating. (Signed) Taussig." 
Admiral Remey cables; 
"The unofficial re- 


port is beiieyed to be reliable. About 15.000 allies 
heavily engaged the Chinese at Peitsang at daylight 
the Sth. 


Peitsang is the first railroad station eight miles 


•northwest of Tien Tsin, en route to Pekin. 


Taussig, who signed the first despatch is in 


command of the York town at Chefoo. 


It is said at the war department that there is no 


reason to doubt the engagement has taken place. 
While no official information has been received, it 
stated suc-h engagement was not unexpected. 


SF. PETERSBURG, Aug. 5—General Grade-"~" 


koff cables from Khabarovsk, the 4th, saying two 
squadrons reconnoitering near Teche engaged 1000 
Chinese with two guns and 250 cavalry. 


After a stubborn fight the Russians reinforced 


by another squadron with two guns, defeated the 
Chinese, killing 200. 


The Russian'loss was eight killed and eight 


wounded. 


The battle around Aigun was continued Aug. 


3, the Cossacks losing six killed and 25 wounded 
in driving back the Chinese, killing about 200 and 
capturing two guns, and two flags inscribed; "Peo- 
ple of large fist." 


Aigun was burned."

Port Arthur. 


Washington, August 6—From iriformatlon in possession of the war depart- 


ment the town of Pl&tsang la at the head of tidewater, on the Pie Ho, be- 
tween 11 and 12 miles by road beyontt Tien Tsin. It la a village of mudhuts, 


considerable in size but not walled. 


The river at this point is not navigable by anything larger than a good- 


alzod steam launch, and it isr thought the troops probably reached there in 


nmall boats, towed by naval launches. 


The country all along the river betw.ecn Pelcin and Tlent Tsliv is a low, allu* 


vial plain, almost impassible for wheeled vehicles in the wet season and 


under quite a high state of cultivation. It presents no natural defensive fea- 
tures. 


ibe war department knows no strategic reason why the Chinese should 


have made a stand there rather than at any of the other dozen villagers east 


of the walled townl of Tung- Chow, where is stored an immense amount 'of pro- 
visions upon which the city of Pekin would have to depend in case of seize. 


From the fact that the engagementlasted seven anH a half hours it is 


argued in the department that either the Chinese must have been heavily 
entrenched or there was an immense horde of them to so stubbornly contest 
the advance of 16,000 intepclational trops. 


It is figured, by mibtary experts that a loss of 1200 killed and wounded on 


the part of the allies probably i»eans a loss of from tnree to six times as 
many by the Chinese. 


It is possible that a blow of this ma gnitud«! may break the resistance of the 


Chinese to the advance pf the foreign column, but on. the other hand it is 
possible this may be one of a larg-e number of places on the road that have 
been intrenched w'ith a view to falling back contesting: the foreign advance so 
as to delay-as long1 as possible the arrival of the foreigners at Pekin, 


Unless the opposition suddenly breaks down the mlitary experts look for a 


desperate eiggagement when troops have reached the walled city of Tung 
Chaw, whioli is said, to be even more favorably located, for the purpose of de- 
fense than Tien Tsiii. 


(The positi'o-ni of the Unrted States diplomatically femains unchanged.

-government does not consent to the removal of its ministers and the foreisn- 
eis from Pekin until there is free communication by the powers with their 
ministers. 


Nor will this government consent to communicate in plain language alone, 


but insists that cipher messages must pass freely between Minister Conger and 
our state department.

Li Hung1 Chang claims his representation! to the Tang Tse' vicerovs and 


Taotai Sherug will be denounced by Li Pmg Hong because they were friendly 


to foreigners. 


A news agency dispatch from Shang-h ai, dated today, say it is rumored the 


powerful vieeiwy Yuan Snl Kai, governor of Shan Tung, who disapproved 
Prince Tuan, has been killed. 


The correspondents at Tien Tsin are unable to get anything1 fresh, though 


a dispatch from Shanghai, dated the 6th, avers the allies ana making slow 
progress towards Pekin on account of a difference of opinion among the gen- 


erals.

The American!, British and Japanese commanders faVor one plan, this dis- 


patch affirms, and the Russians, French and Germans favor another. 


Prince Tuan, it is added, seeks to- inspirit his army by proclamations, or- 


derinlg every foot of foad from Tien Tsin to Pekin to be disputed. 


All the Chinese troops were recently paid; in full and troops, money and 


supplies are going to Pekin from the southern provinces. 


It is daemed Quite probable by the military men inl London the Chinese will 


make a fierce fight at Pekin, one on a much greater scale than that during 


the defence of Tien Tsin.

WOULD ESCORT MINISTERS FROM PEKIN 


Sheng Has an Imperial Edict to That Effect 
Cigher and Other 


Messages Stopped, Another Note from Minister Conger. 


General Ohaffee Has Difficulties 


Augr. 6.—Sheng-, director gen- 


eral of railways and telegraphs, has just 
communicated to the consuls at Shang- 
hai, according to a special dispatch to 
the Paris Tempt, dated Aug. 5, an im- 
perial decrea, dated Aug. 2, authorizing 
the foreign ministers in Pekln to com- 
municate without restriction with their 
l-ov«rnment». and ordering th&lr de- 
parture for Tientsin under a good escort. 


The Shanghai correspondent of The 


Dally Mall announces the reception 
Bf the imperial edict, dated Aug. 2, or- 
fterlng General Yung Lu to select high 
Unitary and oivil dignitaries, together 
with a sufficient number of picked troops 
to escort the foreign ministers to Tientsin 
as soon as they decide to leave Pekin. 
By the terms of the edict General Tung 
Lu will be held personally responsible for 
their safety, and he is given full au- 
thority to deal summarily with those 
opposing the peaceful passage of the 
escort. 
"By such aote," concludes the 


jdtct, "do we show our good Intentions to 
people from afar and open our bosoms 
to them." 


Chinese messages assert, in addition 


to causing the execution of high func- 
tionaries of pro-forgJgn tendency, LI 
Ping Heng has impeached Li Hung 
Dhang, Liu Kun Yj, viceroy of Nankin, 
nnd others on the charge of maintaining 
relations with foreigners. 


A Tientsin dispatch, dated Aug. 1, to 


Berlin gives a report of an imperial edict 
Ijpuad July 27, ordering the recapture 
»f Taku and Tientsin by troops from 
Shan Tung and the south. 


The American and British force® be- 


fan the a'dvance on Pekin, last Thurs- 
day, according to a dispatch dated Aug. 
I from Tientsin to The Dally Express. 
"The main body of the allies," continues 
the correspondent, "marched July 30. 
General Chaffee was delayed by difficul- 
ties of disembarkation. General Dor- 
ward, the Brltrah commander, had no 
iuch obstacles, and his delay is inex- 
plicable. 


"The other foreign troops are now hajf 


way to Lofa. The force Includes 20,000 
Japanese under General YamuchuchI 
and 10,000 R^gslans. The British force 
totals 9000 and the other ioreign troops 
about 7000. We are weal>%i artillery. 


"On Aug. 1 a strong- force of Cninese 


from the native cit-^ittacked Tientsin. 
By a. series of brilliant charges our troops 
drove the enemy from their positions. 
The native city is still defiant and the 
allies are unwilling to majch troops 
through Its streets, as this would njean 
an immense slaughter. When the Chi- 
nese saw so large a body of troops 
marching westward they apparently be- 
lieved they would have an easy victory 
over those who were left." 


A message to toe. same paper fjom a 


correspondent in Pekin, dated July 22, 
saye: "The women have borne all the 
horrors with marvelous fortitude and 
even with cheerfulness. The Chinese 
wanted peace when the arsenals at Tien- 
tsin were captured, and the negotiations 
bade fair to be sucsessful. Unfortu- 
nately Li Piog Heng and Kang Yu (?) 
a-rrivad here at the critical moment and 
overthrew the peace party. Food has 
been short, but not terribly so, though 
we have had to be very carefuL" 


DEBARKING TROOPS IS 


A MOSTJERIOUS PROBLEM 


• Washington, Aug. 6.—Neither the war 
aor navy departments made public any 
Chinese dispatches during Sunday, offi- 
rials of both departments announcing 
that no dispatches of public interest had 
been raceived. 
That General Chaffee 


Is enoountarmg difficulties that are prov- 
ing serious there Is little attempt to con- 
geal. 
The debarkation of troops and 


ry horses is being accomplished 
the utmost difficulty. 


It is said that the big transports can 


tpproach the landing at Taku no nearer 
than 12 or 14 miles. 
Vessels drawing 


more than 15 feet of water are forced to 
lie far out in the gulf. This necessitates 
the use of lighters for the transportation 
to the shore of both men and horses, 
making the debarkation of a consider- 
able forca a task surrounded with in- 
numerable obstacles. 
Added to the 


actual difficulties are the discomforts 
ind inconveniences placed upon the 
troops. 
Rains are almost incessant, 


heavy fogs are prevalent, and the water 
Of the gulf is exceedingly rough. 


Mr. Ade«, acting secretary ot state, 


ias issued the following statement oon- 
lerningr a message from Minister Con- 
ger, which was received at the state de- 
portment yesterday: 


"Consul General Goodnow, in a cable- 


gram dated Shanghai, Aug. 5, which was 
received at the department of state at 4 
o'clock -Sunday morning, reports the re- 
ceipt by Consul Rags dale at Tientsin of 
messages from Minister Conger and the 
secretary of the legation, MT. Squires, 
dated July 21, to the following effect: 
" 'All well. No fighting since the 16th 
by 
agreement. 
Enough provisions. 


Hope for speedy relief.' 


"Mr. Ooodnow adds that the director 


ot- posts, Sheng, had on the 5th com- 
municated to him an Imperial edict, 
dated July 30, ordering Jung Lu to pro- 
vide an escort for the ministers to Tien- 
tsin. The edict says the ministers can 
receive messages not In cipher; but not- 
withstanding this plain messages were 
returned to aome consuls on Aug. 4." 


While the messages from Minister 


Conger and Secretary Squires bear date 
of July 21, the belief, founded not only 
upon them, but algolipon coilateral and 
later information, !• that the legatios- 
«rs are yvt safe from at least immediate 
harm. At present there Is no means of 
knowing whether the ministers will ac- 
cept the offer of the Chinese Imperial 
government to provide an escort for 
them to Tientsin; but it is surmised they 
will prefer to remain within the British 
le«*tlon at Pekln until the arrivalpf the 
tulUed force*. Should they leave for 
Tientsin ID all probability it would be 
because they regarded it the safer course 
to pursue. It Is thought to be not un- 
likely th»t the Chinese government may 
bo very Insistent upon the departure of 
the ministers, In the hope. If they can be 
•gotten to Tientsin In safety, the storm- 
ing of Pekln may be <vr<ertod. 


The Inhibition of cipher dispatches to 


the mlnfcrters, while a serious breach of 
diplomatic usage, tg not regarded hero 


wument, it Is pointed out, is suspicious 
of the actions and intent of the powers 
and probably has adopted this precau- 
tion to prevent communication to the 
ministers of details of military move- 
ments. It is evident from the adoption 
of this measure that the Imperial gov- 
ernment regards itself as antagonistic 
to, if not actually at war with, the pow- 
ers. Thua far no Inhibition has been 
placed upon cipher dispatches" passing 
between the various governments and 
their consular representatives in China 
outside of Pekin. 


The state department has taken the 


ground that the dispatch from the tsung 
li yamen, delivered at the department 
Saturday by Minister Wu, Is not an an- 
swer to the dispatch of Secretary Hay 
sent on Aug. 1. In that dispatch Secre- 
tary Hay finally and decisively Insisted 
that free communication with the min- 
ister must be established before any 
steps would be taken by this government 
toward a peaceful solution of the present 
trouble. 


That dispatch was sent to Consul Cen- 


tral Goodrow, to be by him transmitted 
to Li Hung Chang. 
The message de- 


livered by Minister Wu to the state de- 
partment Saturday, relative to the In- 
hibition of cipher dispatches, was sent 
by the tsung II yamen on July 30. As 
of that date It already had been com- 
municated to the department by Consul 
Fowler. 
OWviously, therefore, it could 


not be a reply to the dispatch sent to Mr. 
Qpodnow by Secretary Hay on Aug. 1. 
A definite reply to the secretary's dis- 
patch of the 1st Instant is awaited with 
some concern, not to say anxiety. It is 
the final $g$;d of the United States gov- 
ernment in the pending negotiations. 
The demand must be acceded to, if 
trouble of a serious character is to be 
averted. 


In Memory o! King Humbert. 


Lawrence, Mass., Aug. 6.—The Italian 


residents of this city held a parade Sun- 
flay in memory of King Hum/bert. In 
the parade was a barouche, containing a 
picture of the king, surmounted by 
American and Italian flags and flowers. 
Following was a hearse, and then cam* 
a horse without a rider, representing the 
king's ol^arger, minus his master. A 
mass meeting was held after the parade, 
at which addresses were mad*.

His efforts were in vain and the 
officer sent in a call for reinforcements, 
Additional officers arrived and immedi- 
ately a general fight was precipitated 
Fists and clubs were used, andl the offi- 
cers, finding themselves being worsted, 
Bent in a. riot call. The number of police 
was increased to 45, and they rushed into 
the throng. Mrs. Parsons was seized. 
It is claimed she resisted arrest and her 
associates fought for her. Bricks were 
thrown, clubs were wielded and a fierce 
struggle ensued before the crowd was 
finaldy dispersed.

Woods, Covered with Leaves and 


Brush and Left for Dead 


Boston, Aug. 6.—In making an arrestt 


of Hugh Magulre, a teamster, aged 45. 
last night, the police charge that he as- 
saulted the 8-year-old daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Dennie Sullivan, and further, 
moreover, tried to murd-er her. The al- 
leged crime caused no little excitement 
in-Dorchester district. Many of the 
neighbors of the Sulllvans would have 
dione bodily harm to Maguire had he 
been within their reach, so wrought up 
were they on learning of the affair. 


The little one was lured away from her 


home into the woods. Her assailant at- 
tempted criminal assault, and failing, 
be then either beat or kicked her until hu 
supposed she was dead. Then, covering 
the body with leaves and brush, he left 
her. 


West Sejden street Is comparatively 


new, and has not yet been graded. There 
are but few houses upon It, and in the 
vicinity in which the Sullivan family 
lives there are thick woods on one side. 
This enabled the perpretrator of the out- 
rage to easily lure his victim away with- 
out attracting attention.

She rose up out of the bushe*, where she 
had been left, having but just recovered 
consciousness. 


Covered with blood, darsd and racKed 


by pain, the little one- was scarcely rac- 
egnized. In addition to the other marks 
of violence upon her, ahe had an ugly- 
looking cut over one eye and a bruised 
and cutplaceonthee-f&eof her head. 


Tenderly ahe was taken borne and a 


doctor was speedily in attendance. 


From the time the little one lay In a 


eeml-comatose condition, now and then; 
rousing in a fever of iSeslLrium, broken by 
occasional momenta of seeming con- 
Bciousness. 


The physician was at her side for about 


two hours at the time of his first call, 
and during this time she was able to re- 
peat that "Hughey did it."

JCHE KITCHEN StTPPIiEES.

In the days of our grandmothers the 


Louses were ' provided 
with special 


closets and storerooms in which to keep 
a large supply of food. But we depend 
more and more upon the corner grocery, 
and are willing to pay retail instead of 
wholesale prices because we are saved 
the trouble of caring for these things 
ourselves and beeauee the stock is con- 
stantly being renewed and 
therefore 


fresh. Yet there must be some place in 
which to store our food from day to day 
or from meal to meaL 


A cool, clsan cellar not too light, but 


well ventilated, Is an ideal place for 
fruits, vegetables and the most perish- 
able foods. The city housekeeper, how- 
ever, must depend upon the (refrigerator, 
a device of which her grandmother 
[hardly dreamed of. Like the stove the 
refrigerator should be selected to fit the 
place where it must stand. It should be 
in a good light, but not where the sun 
will strike it Jong and not too n«ar the 
stove. If there is a cooler place Just 
outside the kitchen that may be the best 
place for the refrigerator, but consider 
the number of steps to be taken be- 
tween it and the ddnlng1 room, as well as 
the cost of the ice. Also remember the 
number of steps required for the empty- 
Ing of the waste water pan. "When there 
is plumbing in the house the refrigerator 
Is sometimes connected with the plpjes. 
Such connection should not be direct, 1^*- 
the water from the ilce may escape into 
a basin placed above the pipes. Ice

Ice box, but with all care in that direc- 
tion the escape pipes need frequent flush- 
ing with clean and occasionally with 
boiling water. When the different com- 
jjarments of the refrigerator can be 
taken out and scalded it is a simple 
matter to keep foods perfectly for a mod- 
erate length of time. The food should 
be put in deep earthsn or agate dashes 
before putting1 in the refrigerator, as 
shallow dishes take up more room all the 
contents are liable to spill. One-quarto 
and two-quart glass jars or wide 
mouthed bottles are useful for holding 
milk, soup stock, steiwed f rints, custards 
and similar fluid substances which must 
be, kept cool. It is very desirable to have 
a separate compartment in the re" 
frlgarator for milk and butter. 


Near the refrigerator and store closet 


should hang a "reminder" for the things 
•which must tie, ordered from market and 
grocery store. 


Where tea, coffee, spices and like fo^p. 


materials are kept In glass jars only a 
glance is needed to tell when afresh sup- 
ply is required. 


The tin boxes In whdch crackers, coffee 


and cocoa are put up should be saved 
after they are emptied, the labels washed 
off and new ones put on. The half poundl 
baking powder cans are good for whole 
spices and the larger cans for articles 
•which are us«d. in largef quantities. Id 
is sejdom wise to keep large quantities 
of cereal food on hand, as It becomes 
rancid in a. warm closet and attracts in- 
sects. 


For many households it Is wiser to buy 


flour by the bag than by the barrel, and 
have one bag of bread flour andianother 
of pastry flour a third of entire wheat 
and smaller lo>ts of corn and rye meaJa. 


EXrery store closet should be well sup- 


plied with flavoring materials, curry 
powder, celery salt, beef extract and the 
like are exceeding useful. A moderate 
store of canned foodsof several varieties 
should be kept in readiness for emer- 
igenoiea.

la America. It nourishes for about 
three-quarters of the entire year in 
spots where nothing else could be pro- 
duced, and when once you have ata-rted 
ft bed it wilJ be with you for years, liike 
all salad plants, it should come to the 
table as fresh as possible and befora 
using should be thorougMy washed in 
saltedlwater. If to be used as a elm.pl9 
salad put in a salad bowl and set away 
when washed in a cood place to remain 
until needed, tjien add the dressing and, 
Berva. A simple French dressing is thet 
teat and a thinly sliced shallot may be 
added to the cress with good results. 


This salad is very nice served in to- 


toato cups. Select small, ntcefly shaped 
tomatoes, peel them, scoop out the seeds 
and most of the pulp, fill with, the salad 
and serve very eoJd. 


FROZEN CHEESE AND CHBBS. 
This is a summer dedlcacy served at 


both dinners ana luncheon* and needs 
, but a trial to be appreciated. Grate a 
cupful of mild but not to* Jresh ohe«ga; 
whip one-quarter of a pint of cpejam to a 
etiff froth and add gradually the same 
amount of aspic, made partly liquid1 and 
beat the whole unttl it is too stiff to 
whip, them stir In the cheese, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a bit otf cayenne and a 
pinoh of dry mustard, mix togethen 
thoroughly and pour into small molds, 
cover with waxed paper, put on the lids 
securely and bury in ice and salj for 
several hours. When ready to sejAre re- 
move from the molds, cat in thin siloes 
and lay each ellce on a small plate on 
which you have arranged a bed of cress 
dressed with French dressing. 


Another way of serving- th« cbewe and 


cness is in sandwiches. Cut thin slices 
of bread, buttered before elioing, oover 
each slice with leaves of fresh cress, 


I eprinkle with sait and Just a bit of lemon 


juice; add a thin slice of the froaen 
cheese, close over another slice of bread, 
press together firmly and serve. H you 
are fond of egrgs you may sprinkle, the 
cress-covered bread with th«grat«*ayolk 
of hard>-b(#led egg b*for« putting on 
the cheese. 


PtTBjjJE OF CRESS. 


Pick from the stalks the leaves of a 


pint of cress and throw *h«m in boiling 
water for two or three minutes; take up, 
press out the water and pound to a paste; 
add a teaapoonful df larnon Juice, the 
same amount of onion Juice, half as 
mueh anchovy essence, a teaspoonful of 
finely minced shaHot and a dust of nut- 
meg. Rub through a sieve and when 
cold add six ounces of fresh butter 
rubbed to a cream; pack down fen jelly 
ring molds and place on the ice; when 
cold turn out and serve as a gannieh for 
cold meats or game. You may also use) 
this mixture to make sandwiches, using 
any kind of meat filiiogry&u diasire.

not been there at the time, he had al- 
ways understood from those who had 
that the trenches of Petersburg did not 
afford much scope for the gormand. 
Q.'heu the veteran continued: 


"It came about in this way: There were 


eight of us in our meas, aud all of us ex- 
pept one'had managed to get through the 
winter with some sort of covering for 
our feet. We called them 'shoes' then; 
tout I dont suppose that the term would 
be used-by many peop)e of the present 
geneiatJon who are used to patent leath- 
er, vici kid and taa shoes. The eighth 
man, uowevcr, had gone barefooted from 
November, 1864, until the middle of Feb- 
ruary, 1865. I don't know how it came 
about, but he waa'ftnally issued a pair of 
aevr shoes. 
The day the shoes were 


given we all gathered about him and ex- 
amined them with curiosity, and, it must 
be confessed, a rather envious interest. 
1>ur messmate looked at the shoes, then 
at his bare feet and then at us. as if de- 
bating a serious problem. Then he said: 
Til tell you what we'll do. I've gone 
fcarefooted for so long that I reckon I can 
stand it now until sanimer. If two of 
you fellows will tako these shoes and 
trade 'em off for something to eat, I'll 
make a contribution to the bill of fare of 
the mess.' 


'"That night two of ns slipped out from 


the trenches, got through the Yankee 
lines and went 20 miles out in Dinwiddie 
county to a gristmill. We succeeded in 
trading the shoes for two bushels of 
cornmeal and bore it back in triumph. 
Well, sir, for two weeks our mess lived 
like lords. Three times a day we had 
corameal "coffee," cornmeal cakes and 
cornmeal gravy, and I reckon when we 
surrendered at Appornattox we were the 
eight tattest Confederates Grant ever got 
told of."—Louisville Courier-Journal.

ranger and later in the employ of the 
government secret service, carries marks 
of six knife wounds and seven bullet 
wounds received while on duty as a 
ranger for the government. Possibly the 
most thrilling experience through which 
he passed was a duel on the streets of 
Tucson, A. T., in that town's palmiest 
days. 


Bell had been instrumental in rounding

Palling himself together, the desperado 
drew his weapon, which lay beneath him, 
and was leveling it -at Bell when the de- 
tective sent another bullet through his 
pistol wrist, ending his ability to do 
liium. He died a few hours later. 


Though Bell did not know it at the 


time, Brooks'had two companions in the 
town, Jack and Jim Styles, brothers. 
They heard of the shooting and decided 
to avenge the death of their pal. Later 
in the day as Bell walked past a general 
store in the frontier town some one yell- 
ed, "Look out, Mr. Bell!" Turning like 
a flash, at the same time drawing his re- 
volver, the detective saw Jim Styles on 
the opposite side of the street. He saw 
emoke isaue from Styles' weapon, and a 
bullet seared his temple. Jim Styles con- 
tinned shooting, his brother Jack, on the 
eame side of the street with Bell, coming 
to his assistance. 


One shot at Jim Styles laid that worthy 


on the ground. Jack Styles gave a yell 
of anger as he saw his brother fall andi 
advanced toward Bell, firing as he came. 
The two men paused within ten paces of 
each other, and there they emptied tboiv 
weapons. Bell had no knife, and when 
Styles saw this be gave a yell of triumph, 
tossed his revolver from him and jumped 
in with a bowie knife in his hand. 


Th« two dosed in upon each other. At 


Styles' first slash of the knife Bell side 
etepped, though the point of the knife 
made a painful wonnd over his right 
eyebrow. Another vicious thrust he par- 
ried, though the keen Weapon laid open 
bia left forearm, pierced his upper lip, 
knocking out two front teeth. By thia 
time the two men were upon the ground, 
Bell beneath his antagonist. He heard 
some one call his name and another mo- 
ment felt something strike his side. 
Reaching out, bis bund fell upon a pistol. 
A sigh of relief fallowed this discovery, 
and he placed the weapon full against' 
Styles' chast just as the latter raised bis 
knife for a last thrust. Bell pulled the 
trigger aud sent a bullet through his 
heart. 


Both brothers lay dead, and Bell faint- 


ed from loss of blood.

STING OF A BEE. 


It Is a Carious Little Weapon and 


'Wonderfully Constructed. 


The sting of the bee is a weapon only 


too well known. There are few of us 
probably yho have not at 
some or 


other felt the effect of a sting from a 
bee or wasp. The bee is not generally 
so easily excited to sting as the wasp 
unless it is much provoked or has a de- 
cided prejudice against some particular 
person, which is occasionally the case, 
but when it does it is usually with the 
sacrifice of its own life, as it generally 
leaves its weapon in the wound, with the 
little sack of- poison attached to it. We 
need not-^wonder that it is difficult to be 
withdrawn when we read the account 
of the shape of the sting of the bee. 


sting of the bee is not, as it might 


appear to the naked eye, a mere lance 
or a bayonet. It is in truth something 
much more formidable, rather resembling 
those frightful engines of destruction 
which the common consent of civilized 
nations has eicluded from the practice 
of modern warfare. In a word, the little 
instrument known as "the sting" is 
found when magnified to be the sheath 
in which the true sting lies concealed, al- 
thnugh the whole enters the wound when 
the attack is made. The piercing appara- 
tus itself is, however, double, being com- 
posed of two long darts, which are plac- 
ed side by side, so as to form a lance, 
and, being fumiihed by suitable muscles, 
they are forcibly protruded from the 
sheath when required for attack or de- 
fense. 


If we employ a tolerably high micro- 


scopic power to examine the points of 
these darts, we shall find them to be 
barbed, each pierce* being furnished on 
one side with eight teeth, and as they 
are so placed when in use that the 
smooth edges are in Juxtaposition you 
will perceive that they then constitute a 
single formidable barbed spear similar 
to one of those primitive weapons of war- 
fare employed by the savage inhabitants 
of various countries that you will no 
doubt often have mot hi museums or col- 
lection^ of ethnological curiosities. 


You will now perceive what a formida- 


ble weapon the sting must be when di- 
rected by the bee against an insect of its 
own size, and after examining its barbed 
points you will easily understand, too, 
how it happens that when the little 
belligerent manages to penetrate your 
own skin it should be compelled to leave 
its sting behind. 


THE TIP OF THE TONGUE.

The tip of the tongue possesses the 


most perfect sense of touch. The finest 
hair is felt upon its surface, and even 
when fingers fail to ascertain the quali- 
ties of certain bodies, contact with the 
tongue immediately recognizes them. The 
relative sensibility of various parts of the 
body is best measured by meals of a pair 
of compasses, the points of which are 
tipped with cork.

The story of the awful tragedy of 


famine In India, as here related by Dr. 
Louis Klopech, editor of The Christian 
Herald, who i-eturned recently from a 
tour of the stricken distrkte, is a story 
that will stagger humanity and sustain 
public Interest and increase the desire 
of the American people to help -the 
millions in distress, despite the news of 
terrible atrocities that o&tlnue to coma 
from farther east, fo$K3hina. Because 
rain is now falling to the breadless, 
barren area the end of the suffering ia 
by no means in sight The government 
is doing all ifccan, tajjing care of mil- 
lions of sufferers. Dr. KJopsch Js writ- 
ing the f$orx of his tour of the land of 
famine, relating in detail the numer- 
ous and heartrending scenes he wit- 
nessed with his own eyes. The follow- 
ing is from advance sheets of his re- 
markable story: 


Desolation and death were written 


all over the famine district A more 
discouraging condition could not well 
be imagined. For miles and miles not 
a blade of grass. The snn relentlessly 
sent its detractive rays on man and 
beast The hot soil, hard baked, re-

fracted the heat and rendered life a 
burden. 
Crowds of human beings, 


emaciated and debilitated, moved from 
place to place in vain search for food, 
mutely appealing for help that never 
came. Cattle, reduced to very skele- 
tons, feebly crept about in quest of 
fooder and in lieu of it licked the hot 
soil as though to propitiate its anger. 


Trees, stripped of all their bark to 


the very tips, stood out like white 
skeletons against the cruel, fiery sky. 
Vultures, peyched on leafless branches, 
listlessly waited for victims. 
Not a 


breath was stirring. The silence of 
death had settled upon the country. I 
feel It now as I write, so much so that 
the scratching of the pen seems harsh 
and intrusive. There is something un- 
canny about this silence. It enters 
one's very being and benumbs one's 
senses. It kills ambition. The desire 
for life passes away, and an absolute 
indifference to fate takes its place. "We 
were in the great graveyard of India. 
It covered 350,000 so^iare miles, equal 
to any eight states west of the Missis- 
sippi. Death and decay were round 
about us on every hand. Possibly we 
might never again get beyond its con- 
fines. Who could tell? Awful as it 
was, we did not aealize it then, for that 
required thought, and this ominous, 
deathlike silence paralyzed thought 


But we bad a mission to perform, 


and strength had to be mustered for 
the effort We were bound for Godhra. 
Terrible; things had been reported of its 
condition. Cholera had stampeded Its 
great camp of 14,000 famine workers. 
Unburied dead were reported as lying 
around on every hand and contagion 
spread in every direction. 
After a 


mournful experience in the poorhouse 
at Baroda we started on the Great 
Western railroad, reaching 
Godhra 


at 7 o'clock in the evening. Rev. Rob- 
ert Ward, a Methodist intasionary, met 
us and toflfc us to his home, located 
about half an hour's drive in the in- 
terior. 


At 8 the next morning I awoke, and 


after a hurried breakfast we started 
out across fields to the poorhouse. On 
the way we saw numerous skeletons

Leaving Godnra, we started for 


Dohad, In Chsjerat, the garden of 
India. Dr. MdSfeill, the Irish Presby- 
terian missionary located there, was at 
the station. 
Within five minutes I 


was seated' in hie curt and on the way 
to what until recently was one of the 
largest relief corps. As far as the eye 
could see there was not a blade of 
vegetation. The heat was intense, the 
thermometer indicating 10S degrees. A 
hot, bliadlng saati storm filled our 
eyes and ^ostrlla with microbe laden 
dust, and the ail pervading stench 
from putrefying bodies 
impregnated 


clothes, hair and skin. 
Cholera bad 


broken out a short time before, and 
2,400 famine sufferers had died within 
a few days and had been buried in 
shallow ground. Dect inposition speed- 
ily set in and saturated the ground 
with death dealing maiodor. Then the 
bodies were disinterred and burned. 
There were^jp disinfectants, hence the 
awiuX sickening, disease spreading, 
suffocating stench. 


At the outbreak of the cholera the 


camp stampeded, and 6,000 Infected, 
half starved people spread contagion 
for mites around. At the hospital I 
was appalled at the shocking condition 
of affairs with which at that moment 
I came face to face. We found 550 
miserable beings to the worst stages of 
emaciation. In 16 days 374 had been 
admitted, and of these all but 20 bad 
died. Others had been received since 
then, and now men, women and chil- 
dren, some of them absolutely nude 
and all of them miserably clad, were 
lying around suffering from relapsing* 
fever, cholera and dysentery, wallow-4 
ing in the mire. MHBons of files were 
permitted undisturbed to pester the 
unhappy victims. One young woman 
who had lost every one dear to her 
and had turned stark mad sat at the 
door vacantly staring at the awful 
scenes around her. In the entire hos- 
pital I did not see a single decent gar- 
ment—rags, nothing but rags and 
dirt. A native hospital attendant waa 
standing at the cot of a dyljjg man. 
The death rattle had already set in, 
but the vitality of the patient held out 
a little beyond the expected time, and 
the attendant seemed provoked at the 
delay and gave us impatiently to un- 
derstand that the man should have 
been dead long ago. 


While we stood there, almost crush- 


ed with inexpressible sadness, cooked 
rice was being served. A servant told 
me that it was the only meal for the 
day. There were no pots or dishes In 
which to serve the portions, and the 
patients held out filthy -rags to receive 
what was given them. One sufferer ly- 
ing on a cot, overcome with feebleness, 
had fallen asleep, and the attendant 
threw his portion on the bed. A mo- 
ment after the sleeper, changing his 
position, laid himself in the porridge. 
W4e ^dignantly protested, but without 
avail. 


Although scarcely enough to consti- 


tute half an ordinary meal was served, 
most if not all ate sparingly and then 
wrapped up the remnant carefully ei- 
ther because their debilitated condi- 
tion made food dangerous except in 
minute quantities, or perhaps experi- 
ence had taught them that unless some 
provision waa made to satisfy the 
cravings of hunger in the meantime 
they might be famished before the 
next meal was served. 


Hard as it mgjp seem, I am not doing 


violence to the truth when I say that .! 
the people I met at Dobad were re- j 
duced to the level of cowed and starv- 
ing dogs, who were happy to get the 
crumbs that fell from the table of 
Christendom, daring not to grumble 
or complain at their scantiness. So in- 
credible to the western eye was the 
stage of emaciation to which these un- 
fortunates were reduced that I had 
half a dozen or so of those strong 
enough to stand on their feet rise hi 
order that I might carry away with me 
a photograph Illustrating their condi- 
tion.

ed. "I've been to sea for nearly 40 sears 
now and have never had the good for- 
tune to run on a single wreck. That's 
the only way for us to make any mopey, 
you see. 


"If a skipper can't haul Into p6rt ono 


or two derelicts during his lifetime, he 
stands a fair show of dying poor as a 
diurch mouse. Even one good find will 
fix a man up fairly well, and two or three 
will settle him for life. I know several 
lucky dogs who haul in something in the 
way of a wreck once in every tvo or 
three years, but somehow I can't land 
any myself. 


"Why, 
I spend half my time looking 


around the horizon to see if I can catch 
sight of a deserted vessel of some kind. 
Of course, I'd rather she'd be lodged fair 
and square on some sand bank, out of 
reach of the waves, but I wouldn't com- 
plain at finding her flat on the bottom, 
with nothing but the tip of her mainmast 
showing above the surface. Even then the 
salvage money would be worth having. 


"How much a skipper gets out of a 


derelict depends on its condition, of 
course. If he hauls it into port practical- 
ly uninjured, ha gets a big pile of money, 
although the owners of his own vessel 
and two or three middlemen take a hand 
in dividing the spoils. But he gets some- 
thing for just finding a wreck, and it 
doesn't make any difference what has 
happened to her or why she Wad deserted, 
Just so long as the crew has left her. 
{Their leaving make? her a derelict, and 
her owners have to pony up to the lucky 
cuss that finds her. 


"Nowadays we skippers get low eala- 


aries and lots of work, and we don't 
often own eftares in our ships, as the old 
time masters did. Yes, sir, our only 
chance is to pick up a wreck, and that's 
what we'r6 all looking for."—New York 
Times.

PBOUD OF BEASOTB DEED. 


Career of a Pretty Ctrl, an Avowed 


Anarchist, Who Believes Neither In 
God, Government Nor tho gacred- 
noms of Marriage, Yet She Wl»heo 
to Influence Others. 
In view of the t«cont assassination 


of King Humbert by an anarchist the 
following complete narrative of the life 
and experiences of Ernesto Cravello, 
whom ppojjle choose to call the queen 
of the anarchists, Is of timely Interest. 
Wfiether, Indeed, she ptesesses such 
grave power over tho menacing In- 
fluences of the order la a matter of 
speculation. 
But it Is, nevertheless, 


true that she Is a woman of curious 
personality and of high strung, un- 
reasoning determination. It Is usually 
true of people of this 
character 


that they have but a limited education. 
In this, Ernesta Cravetlo Is no excep- 
tion. 
She admits frankly that she 


has no learning, but even with the 
lack of this refining Influence it Is 
apparent that she Is gifted with singu- 
lar Intelligence. This much was ap- 
parent the other day when she talked 
long and earnestly with a New York 
Journal correspondent. 


In appearance the girl Is not at all 


like the other young women employed 
In the Paterson silk mills. 
In the 


first place she has a vigorous beauty. 
She Las large and vivacious eyes, deep 
blue In color, and the so called ivory 
complexion of the Italian. Her hair 
is dark brown—very dark, indeed—and 
her figure, while well proportioned, Is 
slight and not too highly developed. 


At the present moment the young 


woman is a weaver in the Paradox 
silk mills. Her employers say she Is 
••a faithful employee, always to be re- 
lied upon and without the usual super- 
ficial tendencies of women of her class. 
It Las been noted In the mill that she 
cares little for the usual amusements 
of the other girls at work on the looms 
and that she associates with very few 
of them. 


When she was asked whether It was 


true that she is an anarchist, she ad- 
mitted it without hesitation or re- 
serve. As she said, it was part of her 
life, and she saw no cause to be asham- 
ed of it. "I believe in it all," she said, 
"and I am trying to make others be- 
lieve as I do." The young woman talk- 
ed to the correspondent surrounded by 
men who displayed a crafty attention 
to every question and answer. All of 
them were members of the anarchist 
section of Paterson, and all were dark, 
heavy eyed and consistently silent and 
mysterious. 


"Yes," she said, "I am an anarchist. 


Why should I hide it? I believe that 
this propaganda will be the salvation 
of the poor. I shall try to educate all 
that I can, and seme day, perhaps, 
there will be the result—who knows?" 


In speaking of these things she had 


no reserve. 


"I was bo'rn In Italy,'' she went on— 


"in Biella, of Piedmont. My father is 
dead, but my mother still lives. I have 
one sister and two brothers, and both 
of these brothers are now in America. 
One Is in New York and the other in 
Pennsylvania. No; I do not know the 
town. I have been in this country five 
years. I was 15 years old when I ar- 
rived here, and at that time I had no 
Idea of the ambition In store for me. 
I came here merely for work. It was 
three years ago when I first became 
convinced that' the real solution of 
many things was anarchy. I had learn- 
ed this from reading and from listen- 
Ing to my friends. They told me much. 


"It is all wrong to say that I made 


Brascl remove King Humbert I did 
not. We anarchists do not know what 
each other does. It Is an impulse that 
leads us to great deeds. We do not 
plot together for such an end. Each 
one does what he can, and that Is all. 
No; I cannot say that I would do auch 
& deed. I do not think I am brave 
enough. But I cannot blame one of ua 
,who believed that it Is the right thing. 
,Why should I? 


"Here we have a ruler who Is creel 


end oppressive, and he Is removed. 
Shall I blame the agent who remores 
blm? No. But I would not do It my- 
self. I tell you that it makes much 
difference in the happening of tho 
thing. When a rich man kills a poor 
man do we hear anything of It? No. 
But when a poor man kills one that 13 
great and powerful—ah, there Is a great 
noise and we hear all. That Is the 
way. 


"Do you remember when the king's 


soldiers shot down all tho poor and 
innocent people two years ago at Mil- 
an? There are women there—women 
with children—yet it. was soon hushed 
up. I think Brasci's deed will help our 
tause. I did not dream that he would 
bo the sort of man to do It. He waa 
very quiet.. 


"Let me tell you now again that such 


things are never arranged by our order. 
We never tell a man to go and do so 
and so.' We have no leaders to give 
directions. I a leader? I laugh. We 
have no leaders. It is every one for 
himself. There will be no suffering for 
this act. It is only the poor that suffer. 
Humbert's 
family have place and 


power. They will not suffer. 
He is 


taken from his place, that is all. I be- 
IJeve that It will make one step further 
>nward for oar Just cause. And God? 
I do not believe in God." 


The young woman delivered this 


startling fact aa casually as If she 
were commenting upon some minor 
happening. But her smiling earnest- 
ness was a shock. It • -n ns if some 
child bad blasphemed 
' 'mut under- 


standing the Creator'r 
'lotence. 


"T lonve (rod where

a light laugh emphai 
r;er words. 


"Once I prayed often tj1 God, but he 
did nothing for me. He left me as I 
was on my knees. Then I got tired. 
* ••** Roj belieyjejn hlrr, any %more. It 


there Is no one to help us. 


My, conscience )» my only religion." 
Her voice grew higher at this and she 
knitted her brow to earnestness. "You 
cannot blama s». I am an unbeliever, 
but do I not do right? There are many 
girls in-the mill who go to church end 
make their prayers regularly. 
But 


what do they do nights running around 
the town? Am I not as good as they 
are? I might be even better, In fact 


"Nor do I believe In the marriage 


laws. I bolleve io^no tews. I am 
what you call a && lover, but It Is 
not exactly that I* believe that I can 
do no wrong if I do as my conscience 
approves. If I love a man and the 
man lores me, that is good and enough. 
I say to him tbat I love him, and he 
says he.loves me. Why, then, should 
we go to a priest or a juflge and have 
him say words that mean nothing to . 
us? If I am sure that he loves me and 
will not leave me, I go to him, and wo 
live together. 
We are married then. 


So long as there is real love, that is 
all I ask. Eeal love is real marriage. 


"This Is one of the beliefs of the an- 


archists. It Is the same that each 
one does as conscience directs. I have 
no office. I am not a boas. All that 
I try to do Is to help the poor. We are 
keeping up a newspaper to educate 
the people. It Is the Questlone So- 
clale. I am not engaged to any man, 
though I am keeping company with 
one. He is now in New London. No, 
I will not tell you his name. 


"My ambition now Is to extend the 


propaganda. 
I don't believe in any 


government Do I believe In the Unit- 
ed States government? No. Let me 
tell you that It makes no difference 
to us what government "it Is. We are 
trying to get rid of all governments. 
If we can do It without a revolution, 
all right and good. If it is necessary 
to have a revolution here, let it come. 
I do not know how many anarchists 
there are In Paterson. I cannot telL 
Come to our meeting next Thursday 
night, at 280 Straight street. 
Then 


you will see some of us. It Is all open. 
We do not fear."

California CInl> Takes Action on tne 


Plan For "Bie Basin" Park. 


The necessity for Immediate action If 


the last remnant of the California red- 
wood forests is to be preserved has led 
the Sempervlrena club to appoint a 
committee of prominent citizens and to 
empower that committee to receive 
subscriptions from those in sympathy 
with its objects. As the readers of tha 
Ban Francisco Argonaut are aware, 
the club was organized for the purpose 
of enabling those who appreciate the 
importance of preserving California's 
noble redwoods to co-operate and 
thereby secure results that would be 
impossible by individual effort. 


The iranlediate aim of the club Is to 


preserve the redwood forests in and 
about tile Big Basin In Santa Cruz and 
San Mateo counties. Plans have al- 
ready been formulated for the Invasion 
of this traci by the lumbermen. It ia 
the purpose of the club to have the 
land set apart as a public park for the 
use of the people in perpetuity and to 
Invoke the aid of both congress and the 
state legislature to this end. But ac- 
tion by these bodies cannot be hopei 
for before next year, and by that time 
Incalculable harm win have been dona 
by the pioneer woodclioppers. 
The 


only course to pursue to insure the 
preservation of the largest trees Is to 
secure popular subscriptions in order 
to bond the land. 


The property is now held by about 


40 different owners, many of whom are 
In sympathy with the purposes of tho 
club, but naturally feel that they can- 
pot let their money lie idle indefinitely. 
In the Big Basiu proper are 14,000 
acres, and it is hoped to include IB the 
reserve some 20.000 acres of adjoining 
land, Covering the headwaters of im- 
portant streams. 
The property can 


probably be secured for an average of 
$30 an acre, and a fraction of this 
amount would be sufficient to bond it

Mem 
onziug a lot of soundings don't do him 
any good, because the shoals are chang- 
ing all the time. It's like this: When n 
man has been married long enough he 
gets to know the disposition of his wife 
and learns to steer clear of things that 
would rile her, tafeiap his bearings by a 
hundred and one little signs that an out- 
sider would never notice. 


"That's the way with river piloting. A 


pilot gets so well acquainted with the dis- 
position and peculiarities and temper of 
the old Mississippi that he learns to keep 
away from shallows, evea if he hasn't 
been over the course for months and aU 
sorts of changes have taken place since 
he was gone. They can't tell exactly how 
they do it themselves, because it haa 
come with them to be more of an instinct 
than a trade, and to say that a man can 
pick up such things from books ani" 
charts or any experience abort of the ex 
perience of a lifetime Is all nonsense.

landsman would naturally suppose. Ha 
gets two shore points on a line and 
steers by them, and if they 'open up* ot 
widen out he hauls over te one side or tha 
other until they come together again, 
The bar pilot, on the other hand, depench 
entirely en his compass. Piloting is a 
curious business, and most of the famous 
men of the old days have passed away. 
A few more years will see thp last ol 
them,"—New Orleans Times-Democrat.

Faulkner Received by Mrs* 


Faulkner and a Friend 


DOESN'T KNOW WHY HE LEFT 


Sailed for Liverpool the Day After 


Leaving Here and Wrote Home at 


Once Upon His Arrival There. 


Wants to Come Home 


Josiah E. Faulkner, who left this city 


Friday morning1, July 13, and whose 
whereabouts has been unknown since 
he disappeared from Troy that night, 
is in Liverpbol, or was about a week 
aso. 


His wife received a letter from him 


this m'orning, the first intimation that 
has come of his whereabouts. Th£ let- 
ter was written from Liverpool, for 
which place Mr. Faulkner sailed after 
leaving Troy. 


Mr. Faulkner did riot give any rea- 


son for leaving his home so abruptly 
He said that he did not 'understand 
what made him do it, and that he re- 
gretted what he had done. He was 
anxious to return, and will probably be 
bafck in this country within a short 
time. 


The receipt of the letter shows that 


Mr. Faulkner spoke inl earnest when he 
told a friend in Troy the day he left 
this city that he Would probably b6 
heard of next abfoad. After saying that 
he might go almost anywhere, he add- 
ed lAter that he should probably sail 
for Europe the next day. 


When he left Troy on the 2.15 train 


Saturday morning he made the remark 
that ho was going to sail for Europe, 
ana he did sfo that day, sailing within 
a few hours of the time he reached 
New York, it is supposed. 


He did not say whether he should re- 


main in Liverpool or not, but his 
friends here think he isi more likely €o 
go on to the Paris exposition, where 
some have maintained, from the first 
that he would so. 


Another letter was also received from 


Mr. Faulkner this morning by his 
frjenid, J. C. Fringte, written at the 
same time. The receipt of these letters 
was welcome to the family and friends. 
as showing1 that he was alive and1 well. 
There have been some fears expressed 
that he might have met with misfor- 
tune somewhere, and that his mind was 
affected and while most of his friends 
have believed that he witald ultimately 
be heard frdm all right, it was a re- 
lief to be assured of his safety. 


It is reported that a number of frienCs 


went to Troy today, beiuFte the receipt 
of these letters, to see what could be 
done towards tracing him.

"The- property to be bouffh* costs

more than an acre. In view of the con- 
ditions Mayor "Wilkinson will recom- 
mend to the council at its meeting-Tues- 
day evening- that a committee be as- 
pointed to act with himself in ascer- 
taining Just what the heirs are willinn 
to do. If they are found r'eady* to re- 
linquish th~6n- claims on/what is con- 
sidered a reasonable baste plans will be 
mad6 to gfo ahead with the work, but, 
If not, the1 project is likely to be aban- 
doned, as the city does not want to 
take the chance of getting into an en- 
tanglement. 


It is understood that the heir's feel 


that there is nothing for them to say 
at the present time. They say the city 
went on with its plans without consult- 
ing- them, got its bill through the le- 
gislature and should now be willing1 to 
proceed On the line originally mapped 
out 
It looks now, however, as if the 


terms of settlement would have to be 
known in advance, as Mayor Wilkin- 
son expresses himself as decidedly op- 
posed to "buying a pig in a poke." 


It has occurred to some that the cost 


of this park would build a street rail- 
road to Kemp park, which the city al- 
ready owns, and which is far more de- 
sirable except that it is somewhat in- 
accessible.

state c'ommitteo.

result they have decided that the call 
is illegal, as the records of the party 
organization at the state nouse are de- 
fective, and there is nothing official jn 
existence to show that the socialist la- 
bor stata committee for 1900 has been 
organized.
